IT IS DANGEROUS for the ama- 
teur to rely on home remedies for 
relief of pain, aches or other symp- 
toms of illness. 

In the first place, the cause of his 
distress may be deep-rooted, If tem- 
porary relief lus his fears he may 
neglect too long the first symptoms 
of serious trouble. 

Secondly, practically every drug 
alters to some degree the functioning 
of the body. When drugs are used 
unwisely by a person unfamiliar with 
their effect on the body, they may 
cause harm instead of relief. 

‘Thirdly, the average person, even 
if he has medical training, is seldom 
able to analyze his own complaints 
objectively. In other words, he may 
attach too much importance to a 
relatively simple ailment or ignore 
the early symptoms of serious trou- 
ble. The only safe course is to seek 
the advice of your physician and then 
follow the course of treatment he 
recommends,
